It wan also noticeable In 
the Cur ’"7 night meeting in the See 
ondWard when the Aaronic Prie t> 
hood progam wao given and several 
young men took part. This of course 
is excusable to some degree In the 
young people. 

Tt is difficult to keep the attent¬ 
ion of a large audience when a speak 
er can be distinctly heard, nn l when 
h' has a subject full of Interest to 
everyone. But, when a speiker gets 
up and lowers his voice until hii 
words to the audience sounds like a 
mumble, it is not very surprising 
that the audience Iofos interest and 
finds other ways of occupving their 
time. It is regrettable, but true, that 
some of the finest discourses ever 
delivered lose their value because the 
audience cannot hear distinctly, and 
therefore ore unable to follow the 
thread of the talk 

Those who are given the responsib 
lllty or opportunity to speak, should 
bear in mini that our audiences as 
a rul c are mixed in age The hearing 
of the older people is not as keen as 
it once was,, and the younger ones 
arc there to listen if they can hear 
without too much trouble, and if 
they can’t they will find something 
else to interest them Tho speaker 
therefore, should imagine that he is 
the farthest from the pulpit, and 
that he is there to hear what is said. 
Speak at all times so the people the 
farthest away from you will hear 
what Is said, and then see how much 
ca3icr it is to keep the attention of 
your listeners 

Of course, there is no law to keep 
people from taking the front seat, 
but it must be remembered that there 
are not enough front seat3 to go 
round for everyone, and a 1 those 
who go to meetings go thcr e to hear 
what is being said, and when they 
can’t hear, then they do ether things 
While we dislike the interruptions 
thus caused, at the same time there 
are times when they are hardly to 
be censured for non-attention, when 
they cannot hear. 

An old saying is, “Get up, Speak 
Up, Shut Up.” And in our public 
gatherings, the second is probably 
the most important, because if you 
can’t be heard you don’t do much 
good to anyone except yourself. Cul 
tlvate a voice that will carry over 
and be heard if you are going to be 
a public speaker. People want to 
hear what you say, and how you 
say it.

ceful years. Approximately 8.000 pea 
ce treaties have be.n concluded and 
these have lasted an average of two 
years. But international agreements 
no matter what their merit may be, 
v/111 never reach the maximum of ef¬ 
fect unless behind them there is an 
expressed will for peace among thj 
great mars of the citizens of every 
country. 

T!:er e are today many great nation 
al movements which, though not in 
the firnt instance organized for peace 
but because of Uic friendly inter¬ 
course they bring about, do exert a 
material influence In this direction. 

It ifl well within reason to say that 
the World’s Grain Exhibition and 
Conference, because it will bring peo 
pie together from all parts of the 
v/orl(j for tli e purpose 0 f friendly dis¬ 
cussion of their common problem.!, 
will rank high among those national 
activities that make for a much de¬ 
sired v/iU for peace among all people. 


Considered from the standpoint of 
destruction of forest resources, the 
fire season of 1931, reports the Alber¬ 
ta Department of Lands and Mines, 
was probably the most disastrous on 
record. Weather conditions prevail¬ 
ing during the winter of 1930-31 were 
such that fires started readily and 
burnt into the ground, thus providing 
a rtart for destructive fires in the 
sp.ring. On the forests of the east 
slope of the Rocky Mounta ns it was 
necessary- to fight fires on several oc¬ 
casions during the w inter. 

As a result of winter conditions aud 
of the weather and grouni conditions 
h the spring whereby fires spread rap 
idly, fires net for the purpose of clear 
tng land and fires from other causes, 
assumed dangerous proportions r.nl 
resulted in an enormous loss of for¬ 
est resources and private property. 
In addition the productiv.ty of the 
soil was greatly damaged. 

An examination of fire causes, state 
officials in charge of forest proserva- 
t *>n, leaves no doubt as to the respon 
sibility of individuals and indicates 
that I.ttle or no thought was given 
to the results. In many instances the 
danger to life and to the destructicn 
of public and private property was 
entirely overlooked. Improvement- 9 
on neighboring lands were destroyed 
wath no thought of the importance of 
individual welfare in the success of 
the community. In order to clear 
comparatively small areas, fires were 
indiscriminately set which destroyed 
large areas of important forest cov¬ 
er, which areas in a great many in¬ 
stances would at a later date con¬ 
tribute in no small way to the wel¬ 
fare of the Individual and th 3 com¬ 
munity. * 

Settler’s fires dealt with bv the 
forest reserve numbered 130 being 
21 .86 per cent, of the total fires 
dealt with. , 

The statement of the Department 
concludes: 

‘ Campers, which includes all forest 
travellers, contribute^ to the destruc 
tion n no small way. Carelessness, 
laziness, anj ignorance no doubt ex¬ 
plains why 147 fires are known to 
have originated with campers. It is 
d ffieult to understand why people 
who go to the forest for recreation 
or who obtain their livelihood from 
the forest should be guilty of such 
carelessness. In the province of Al¬ 
berta are found conditions most fav¬ 
orable to outdoor recreation than in 
many countries. There is an abund¬ 
ance of game birds, fish and big 
game. These, hawever, cannot exist 
If forest destruction continues at the 
rate of 1931.“
